Having failed to accomplish its purpose 
by the two most recent attacks on the 


borders of the Soviet Union, it attempted a 


brazen attack against Chinese military forti- 


fications near Peiping. It expected to terror- 
ize the Chinese people into retreat. 

But Japanese plans met with another de- 
cided setback. The Chinese forces replied 
with immediate, emphatic resistance showing 
that they were preparing for bigger opera- 
tions if necessary. 

Only when Japanese forces agreed to with- 
draw from the immediate area did the fight- 
ing cease and even then the Japanese have 
kept up sporadic firing. 

It becomes evident that Japanese militar- 
ists are determined to carry the incident 
further. The troops, tanks, trucks and bomb- 
ing planes of the Japanese in Manchuria and 
North China are evidence, even without such 
provocations as that near Peiping, that Japan 
is deliberately preparing for war in the Far 
East. Coupled with the renewal of the pro- 
vocations on the Soviet border, they are 
a reminder that Japan’s war plans include a 
simultaneous attack on the Soviet Far Last 
and North China. 

But the Chinese resistance, of the same 
firm character that marked the heroic defense 
of Shanghai in 1932, is ample proof that 
the national unity movement of China, ad- 
vocated by the Chinese Communist Party 
and Red Army, is being readily supported 
by the Chinese people. . 

Linked directly with the Japanese plans 
for war against China and the Soviet Union 
is the Japanese conflict with the United 
States, for such a war would inevitably in- 
volve the United States. The American peo- 
ple’s interest can be served directly by col- 
laboration with the peace policy of the Soviet 


Union and with national unification of the | 


Chinese people for resistance to Japanese 


aggression.

|Mass Pressure Got Good Ruling 


“The peculiar angle to the 


| change of venue is we were suc- | 
cessful in getting the judge to| 


hold that any employee of the 
sugar or pineapple plantations 


was not qualified to serve as a| 


juror. The judge has been lean- 
ing over backwards to show his 
fairness. I'll admit he was not 
only fair, but tramped on a few 
of their vicious laws in a man- 
ner favorable to us. 

“This was probably due to the 
fact that 3000 strikers gathered 
in the court room and filled the 
court yard at all times when the 
case was on trial. I have never 
seen such solidarity in any other 


| strike. 


“Because of the ruling of the 
court, the prosecution asked for 
the change. I had a long con- 
ference with the defense and we 
agreed any juror—plantation em- 
ployee or otherwise—would lhke- 
ly be intimidated. Therefore we 
did not oppose their motion. 

Employers Blocked 

“The employers insisted the 
case be tried before entering 
negotiations. They hoped to 
have the leaders in jail and then 
negotiate. Now the case will 
not come up until the latter part 
of July and in the meantime the 
pineapples are rotting and the 
sugar cane is drying up. Also, 
the nine leaders can devote time 
to organizational work, as they 
are all out on bail. 

“The charge is ‘Conspiracy to 
Imprison Another,’ carrying 4 
year in jail and $500 fine; and 
here they can compel them to 
serve out their fine at $2 a 
day in addition to the straight 
jail sentence. :

WAYMEN ASK 
HOURS-WAGES 
BILL CHANGE 


WASHINGTON —Sub-standard 
wage workers on railroads need 
the Black-Connery Wages and 
Hours Bill amended to afford 
protection to them, declared 
President Fred H. Fijozdal, of 
the Brotherhood of Maintenance 
of Ways Employees, adding: . 

“Of course, the Brotherhood 
of Maintenance of Way Employ- 
ees prefers to fix wages and 
hours through collective bargain- 
ing with our employers, but, if 
it is impossible in that way to 
get a reasonable measure of re- 
lief for the lowest-paid group in 
the transportation industry, then 
we should like to see the govern- 
ment step in and fix a decent 
minimum wage,”
